letter and signature form to 
parents for them to sign if 
they agreed with this prem- 
ise. 
Already having this in- 
formation from the parents, 
Superintendent Elmer Gish 
recommended that the board 
authorize Mr. Munro, chair- 
man of the Joint Use 
Committee to submit this 
parental imput to the mayor. 
The recommendation to the 
board also suggested to 
council that this location 
would maximize the use of 
the equipment and to provide 
adult supervision during the 
school day.

get swine flu shots 


Over 1,100 people between 
the ages of 20-50 years 
received swine flu shots at 
the Sturgeon Health Unit on 
Monday between the hours 
of 11 - 2 p.m. and 4 - 8 p.m. 
Sheila Durkin, medical offi- 
cer of Health reports that 
approximately 12 percent of 
the population in this age 
group had been done by 
Tuesday. According to the 
figures the Health Unit has 
there are about 9,500 resi- 
dents in this group. Police, 
fire department and health 
services people were done as 
a separate group, but many 
of them were in this age 
group. Some St. Albert 
people working in Edmonton 
may also use city clinics. 

The Health Unit is assisted 
at the vaccination clinics by 
members of the St. Albert 
Kinettes, who help with 
records, registration and 
having people ready in the 
assembly area. ‘‘In this way 
we can relieve the nurses 
from other than their pro- 
fessional duties,’’ said Béryl 
Schoults of the Kinettes,

District Three of the 
School Board responded last 
night to a rumble of dis- 
content from a representa- 
tive of a group of parents of 
Grade One students. 

The exchange between the 
Board and Mrs. R. Jakubec 
occurred during the board’s 
regular meeting, after a 
finance committee report on 
the issue of increasing 
teaching staff at the Grade 
One level. Mr. Howrish had 
stated that if the increased 
enrolment at Bertha Kenn- 
edy for Grade One continued 
after Christmas, there would 
be a corresponding staff 
increase from 1.5 to 2, 
meaning an additional half 
time teacher. Mr. Howrish 
proposed a motion to this 
effect. 

At this point, however, 
Mrs. Jakubec rose on behalf 
of the parents involved, 
saying that she was in the 
process of gathering names 
for a petition protesting 
understaffing at the grade 
one level. She stated that she 
had not had time to poll 
many parents in time for the 
meeting but that more names 
were expected. Mr. Steve 


Sieben, chairman of the 
board, replied he thought 
that the proposed motion 
indicated the board’s con- 
cern and response to the 
situation. Mrs. Jakubec 
countered by asking if the 
one additional enrolment 
didn’t take place, would the 
situation remain the same? 

At this point, Dr. Zielinski 
suggested a vote on the 
motion before them or a 
move to table it. Mrs. 
Lockert suggested tabling to 
leave the issue open-ended.

The St. Albert Parks and 
Recreation Department is 
looking at a recreational 
program to be developed in 
conjunction with the new 
lake at Lacombe Park. 

Some activities which are 
being considered at the lake 
are fishing clinics and fly 
tying on site, and fishing 
derbies, as well as casting 
competitions. 

Fish derbys could be 
sponsored two or three times 
a year by the local business 
community. 

The Parks and Recreation 
Department is also con- 
sidering the hire of paddle 
boats which could be used on 
a seasonal basis, as well as a 
supervised canoeing pro- 
gram. The canoeing program 
could be offered as a leisure 
program as well as part of a 


hunter safety program in 
conjunction with such or- 
ganizations as the scouts and 
beavers. 

The lake would also be 
ideal for model boat sailing.

Safety Council 
considers noise control 


The St. Albert Safety 
Council meeting was held on 
Thursday, December 9. Visi- 
tors at the meeting were Mr. 
Kelly ‘Daniels, the social 
worker for St. Albert, and 
Constable Dick Cockshott of 
the local RCMP. 

Arising from the minutes 
of the previous meeting, it 
was reported that the St. 
John’s Ambulance First Aid 
course will not be held until 
after the Christmas season. 

The major part of the 
meeting was concerned with 
vehicle modification. Mr. 
Alan Smith, a new member 
of the council, has. gathered 
information on the different 
modifications made to cars 
and motorcycles and the 
possible adverse safety con- 
ditions these present. Some 
of these modifications in- 
clude width, size and type of 
tires, the raising of the 
rear-end to accommodate the 
larger tires, noisy mufflers, 
stubby exhausts and the 
removing of catalytic con- 
verters. In motorcycles br- 
akeless from wheels and 
front wheels moved forward 
on long forks.

Constable Cockshott was 
very helpful in advising what 
the Alberta Highway Traffic 
Act allows and what the 
RCMP can do to correct 
these safety hazards. There 
are very few controls set 
down in the Highway Traffic 
Act. There will be a follow-up 
article on vehicle modifica- 
tions with more specific 
details given on possible 
safety hazards arising from 
these modifications. 

Mr. Kelly Daniels was 
very informative on his work 
with the local teen-agers. He 
feels the biggest problems 
are alcohol and vandalism 
and these could be decreased 
by getting the young people 
interested and busy in 
working groups. At the 
present time there are app- 
roximately 125 teen-agers in 
the existing Teen Clubs and 
he hopes to help organize 
more of these clubs and 
possibly to arrange for per- 
manent quarters for the 
clubs to hold their activities. 
Mr. Daniels was very op- 
timistic for future teen 
involvement in St. Albert.

Sterling Streetnot recommended 


for closure 


Following a request in 
early November from about 
60 residents of the Sunset 
Boulevard - Sterling Street 
area for a crack-down on 
noisy vehicles in the locality, 
St. Albert has recommended 
in a report that Sterling 
Street should not be closed 
and the ‘* problem is one of 
enforcement,”’ 

Sterling Street is a ‘‘nat- 
ural’ for squealing tires and 
noisy vehicles; vehicles are 
sometimes forced to make a 
quick start as they cut across 
the St. Albert Trail in a left 
turn. 

Residents claimed these 
vehicles were making life 
intolerable for them, par- 
ticularly at night and had 
asked town council to sharp- 
en its noise bylaw at the early 
November meeting. 

In a memo issued as part 
of the November monthly 
report the town shows it has 
dealt with the complaints on 
the Sterling Street traffic 
problem as best as it can. 

The memo, from Town 
Engineer Don Corrigan sho- 
ws that to close off Sterling 
Street would have a number 
of disadvantages. 

Fourteen hundred and 
ninety vehicles a day use the 
street, according toa town 
survey and this traffic would 
be forced to use Hebert Road 
if Sterling Street were 
closed. 

It is pointed out that 
Hebert Road is already over 
capacity at peak hours. 

Also closure of Sterling 


Street would ‘‘increase the 
amount of traffic through the 
school zone on Sunset 
Boulevard.’’ 

The report also points out 
that traffic which wanted to 
go north on Highway Two 
would be forced into the 
‘‘circuitous’’ routes on to the 
main highway via Perron and 
St. Anne Streets and Bishop 
Street and Sturgeon Road 
following any road closure. 

A noise bylaw would not 
be a solution as there would 
be real difficulty in the town 
enforcing it. 

The report continues that a 
partial solution of the Sterl- 
ing Street traffic problem 
might be the installation of a 
temporary median to permit 
only right-in and right-out 
turns on Sterling Street. 

The report says ‘‘this will 
not solve the problem of 
vehicles heading southbound 
during a.m. peak periods as 
they would have to use 
Hebert Road.’’ But the 
report adds this improve- 
ment would allow p.m. peak 
hour traffic to use Sterling 
instead of Hebert Road. 

The report concludes that

SAFE DRIVING 
IS A FAMILY AFFAIR 


Inaceurate... 


An article in the December 
8, 1976 issue of The Gazette 
under the heading ‘‘Drive- 
ways are not for parking your 
vehicle’’ was misleading - 
causing unnecessary concern 
for many residents of St. 
Albert. 

The article reported recent 
warnings issued by the Town 
of St. Albert Bylaw En- 
forcement Officers regarding 
the operation, parking and 
storage of certain classes of 
vehicles in residential zones. 

It was implied that over- 
night parking of amy vehicle 
on the roadways or even 
driveways in residential ar- 
eas could be considered a 
contravention of the bylaws. 

The use of land for parking 
and storage of motor vehicles 
is restricted but not ‘‘pro- 
hibited’’ in all cases. Within 
certain guidelines, residents 
are free to park their cars and 
small trucks in their own 
driveways or on the street in 
front of their homes and to 
store their cars, campers, 
trailers, etc., on their own 
property. 

What restrictions there are 
generally apply to large, 
heavy vehicles, to disman- 
tled or wrecked vehicles and 
to other objects that create 
unsafe or unsightly condi- 
tions. The primary objectives 
are to minimize potential 
obstructions to emergency 
vehicles and. equipment and 
to preserve the amenities of 
residential districts. 

To overcorne the confusion 
generated by the article in 
The Gazette, residents sh- 
ould be more fully informed 
of those restrictions that do 
exist regarding the opera- 
tion, parking and storage of 
vehicles in St. Albert. 

While overnight, ‘‘street’’ 
parking of automobiles and 
small trucks is acceptable in 
most residential areas, the 
storage of vehicles on the 
street is not. Vehicles left 
standing for more than 48 
hours consecutively at one 
location on any street are 
considered stored thereon. 

Vehicles exceeding one ton 
rate capacity or vehicles with 
attached trailers, the overall 
length of which exceeds 24 
feet, cannot be parked on any 
street between 7 p.m. and 7 
a.m., or at any time of day or 
night at a location in front of, 
across from or on the flank- 
age of residential property. 

Vehicles exceeding 35 feet 
in length or 7,500 pounds 
gross vehicle weight cannot 
be operated or parked on 
streets other than those 
designated as ‘‘Truck Rou- 
tes’’ except for loading and 
unloading and other activi- 
ties specified in Bylaw No. 
34/71. When driving to and 
from locations off the Truck 
Routes, the most direct route 
must be taken. (Persons 
driving public passenger

vehicles, school buses and 
Town-owned vehicles are ex- 
cluded from the restrictions 
of this bylaw). 

Commercial vehicles wei- 
ghing in excess of 9,000 
pounds cannot be kept in any 
part of any residential zone 
for longer than is reasonably 
necessary for loading and 
unloading. 

And, dismantled or wre- 
cked vehicles cannot be 
stored in any residential zone 
for more than seven succ- 
essive days. In fact, the 
storage of any object which is 
unsightly or tends to ad- 
versely affect the amenities 
of the district is prohibited. 

An increasing number of 
bylaw infractions whereby 
large commercial vehicles 
have been parked off the 
designated Truck Routes or 
in residential driveways, and 
an increasing number of 
complaints from residents 
have forced the Town's 
Bylaw Enforcement Officers 
to issue several warnings in 
recent weeks. In each of the 
cases reported in The Gaz- 
ette, the weight of the 
vehicle concerned far ex- 
ceeded 9,000 pounds.

The Gazette responded to 
telephone calls from truckers 
picked up on the street for 
violating a bylaw. When one 
of them asked the enfor- 
cement officer for a copy of 
the ‘‘relevant’’ bylaw, it was 
bylaw 23/71 that was pro- 
vided, and that was the one 
quoted on ‘‘Motor Veh- 
icles.’’ Had the officer 
provided bylaw 34/71 the 
confusion would not have 
arisen. Or if the enforcement 
officer had taken the proper 
bylaw on his rounds and 
explained the particular pas- 
sages to the truckers, nobody 
would have been confused. 
The Gazette was also told by 
truckers that they were not 
treated with courtesy and 
respect by the enforcement 
officer, which could perhaps 
be a difficulty if such officers 
lack adequate training.

Did your child bring some- 
thing home, that did not 
belong to him? Was it a 
Motor Cross bike, black and

For the past few weeks, we 
have been patiently waiting 
to see if this bike would be 
returned to its rightful 
owner. Even though a full 
description, plus serial num- 
ber were given to the RCMP, 
it still has not been found. 

Why is this lost bike any 
different than any other lost 
bike? There is a story of 
heartache for one particular 
boy over the loss of his bike.

The special meaning of Hanukkah 


At sundown on December 
16th Jewish people the world 
over will light the first candle 
of the menorah; an eight- 
branched candleabra, to 
mark the beginning of an 
eight-day holiday called 
Hanukkah. 

Hanukkah, derived from 
the Hebrew word meaning 
dedication, commemorates 
the re-dedication of the 
Temple of Jerusalem about 
165 B.C. after a successful 
revolt by the Jews against 
the oppression of King An- 
tiochus of Syria. It is a time 
for each Jew to re-dedicate 
himself or herself to the 
spiritual and ethical teach- 
ings of the religion. 

The heroes of this holiday 
are Judas Maccabeus, his 


father, Mattathias, who ini- 
tiated the revolt and led the 
Jews to victory. The legend 
is that when the Jewish 
people relit the temple 
candleabra, only enough holy 
oil was found to last one day, 
but a miracle occurred and 
the oil burned for eight days 
until more oil could be 
obtained. 

After the first candle is lit 
(by the male head of the 
household), one more candle 
is lit each night until all eight 
are burning. The Hanukkah 
candles are always lit by a 
ninth candle, called a sham- 
ash, which has its own 
special holder in the menor- 
ah. As the candles are lit, 
special prayers are recited, 
and tradition prescribed that

Sewer line solution 


no closer 


No solution to the long 
term problem of Morinville 
tying into St. Albert’s sewer 
system seems to be forth- 
coming by the end of the 
year. 

A growing Morinville will 
have to have extra sewage 
disposal facilities, but a 
meeting between St. Albert 
and the MD of Sturgeon and 
the Town of Morinville failed 
to produce any hard results 
that week. The meeting was 
held in St. Albert December 
9th. The MD wants a 10 
percent tie into the sewer 
line. 

Mayor Art Stapleton of 
Morinville, who describes 
himself as ‘‘the matchmaker 
to get them (St. Albert and 
the MD of Sturgeon) talk- 
ing,” was disappointed that 
the only outcome is for a 
further meeting to be held 
December 20, a week after 
Mayor Stapleton had bar- 
gained for. 

Mayor Stapleton says he 
can’t see any solution to the 
sewer line hassle (now) 
before the end of 1976. 

Reeve of the MD of 
Sturgeon Bill Flynn said last 
week the more people who 
used the line ‘‘would reduce 
the liability to the taxpayer 
(in St. Albert) and that ‘‘it is 
difficult to deal with a man 
(Mayor Dick Plain) who 
considers anyone outside of 
town a liability.” 

But Mayor Plain says (the 
hassle) with the MD of 
Sturgeon wanting a 10 
percent tie into the St. Albert 
line ‘should not stop Morin- 
ville getting its essential 
services.’” He also said he 
feels the Local Authorities 
Board could order the MD of 
Sturgeon to let Morinville 
proceed with the 10 mile 
$2'4 million sewer line - ‘‘It 
could clean up the MD’s 
act.”’ 

The line would initially 
have a capacity for 5,500 
people and has been des- 
igned for an ultimate’ capa- 
city of 24,000. Presently 
Morinville’s population st- 
ands at the 2,000 mark, with 
residential expansion taking 
place to the town’s north and 
east. 

This will of course increase 
the need for schools, local 
jobs, and the sewage facili- 
ties to make the whole 
concept work, 

Mayor Plain feels confi- 
dent ‘‘we have a clean slate 
right now,’’ and seems 
optimistic that a solution to 
Morinville’s benefit can be 
worked out. 

But he feels that ‘*Sturg- 
eon wanting a piece of the 
line... is peripheral to the 
whole thing.” 

Mayor Plain said he wants 
a fair rate of return for St. 
Albert and a fair commit- 
ment that (Sturgeon) will not

dump country residential and 
industrial park (waste) and 
‘‘muck up the St. Albert 
area.”’ 

The 10 percent tie-in Stur- 
geon was talking about 
“does not make much sense 
tous,’” Mayor Plain stated 
and added it is a ‘‘small 
potatoes type of operation.” 

Mayor Plain pointed out he 
fears revenue could be 
creamed off (the line) by 
Sturgeon and he is also clear 
that he doesn’t want any ‘‘ad 
hoc developmert sitting on 
our outskirts.”’ 

When St. Albert and 
Sturgeon meet December 20, 
which as far as Mayor 
Stapleton is concerned is too 
late, Mayor Plain feels the 
problem can be resolved 
‘“‘and it is not fair that 
Morinville should be held up 
by the MD.”’ 

Reeve Flynn feels that 
Morinville’s sewer line is 
being held up till an agree- 


ment is made with Sturgeon. 
He says it should be a 
“*privilege for St. Albert to 
have a sewer line that goes 
out into the MD of Stur- 
geon.”’ 

It remains to be seen if any 
sewer line solution comes out 
of the December 20 meeting. 
Reeve Flynn’s main concern 
is that an agreement be 
reached between St. Albert 
and Sturgeon on a 10 percent 
share of the line. 

Mayor Plain’s position is 
for an agreement to be 
reached ‘‘hopefully on the 
20th’ and ‘‘my concern is 
about Morinville being held 
up that long.”’
